The Times’ correspondent 
states that aftet three days skirmishing on both 
sides, the rebd¢ls on Saturday afterndon and even- 
jng attacked dur right. flank, Jackson with his

-Howard’s 
corps consisted 9f Schurz’s, Steinwehr’s and Dev- 
ens’ divisions! ; The Times’ correspondent states 
that this corpg disgracefully abandoned their po- 
sition behind their breastworks and rushed hor- 
ror-stricken towards headquarters, Our right 
was thus compl tely turned, and the rebels were 
in a fair way _@ doubling as up. Hooker was 
immediately inithe saddle, and -turning to the 
commander of, his own old corps—Barry—he 
shouted, “General, throw yourself inte the breach 
und receive thé enemy on your bayonets. Don’t 
fire a shot. ey can’t see you.” They rushed 
glorinusly at doable-quick to the rescue, pressing 
forward in aj horrid array of glittering steel. 
The enemy were checked, and retired to their 
breentworta, fit abandoned by Howard’s corps. 
The batteries Enmediately massed un the crest 
of the bill, paving in a terrific fire until far into 
the night. Ina charge by the rebels they took 
from the cowatdly Dutchmen (as the Times’ cor- 
respondent styles them,) 12 pieces of cannon. 
The Gettnans fled past Hooker's headquarters in 
panic. Many.members of the staff, with pistols 
and sabres, rely endeavored to stay their flight. 
The artillery combat continued fiercely till mid- 
Hookér and his staff were all the time 
under the severest fire.—On Sunday, at 5 o’clock 
in'the morning, the Confederates could be plainly 
sen, on the plank road about a mile & a talf from 
Mooker’s heailquarters at Chancellor House, 
which had been penetrated the evening previously 
liy shell. Out line of battle was immediately 
formed, and iw half an hour our advance became 
engaged. Spon battalion after battalion became 
engaged,’ the enemy advapeing his infantry in 
Bis hires «ister bs seeming determined to 
crush ours. Sickles’ and Slocnin’s brave men, 
however, heldithem in check, inflicting dreadful 
slaughter upon them, French’s division was 
sent in on our right flank, and soon crashed that 
portion of the enemy’s line.

Over 6,000 Confederate prisoners have already 
been brought in, and they report that Jackson is 
in command of the Confederate army, gnd that 
reinforcetrents have been sent them froin North 
Carolina and the Peninsula. Our loss is heayy. 
—-The World's correspondent, writing, at 10 
o'clock on Monday, says: Gen, Sedgwick has 
passed on towards Gen. Hooker, leaving one di- 
vision to guard the heights. They have been at- 
tacked by the Confederates and are in danger of 
losing their. position aud abandoning Fredericks- 
burg altogether. * 

.Scrrotx, Va., May 4.—Yesterday morning 
Gen. Peck sent a force of infantry, cavalry and 
artillery across the Nansemond at Suffolk to make 
a reconnoissance. They advanced cautiously up 
the Pittburg tarnpike, and, when 2 miles out, en- 
countered the enemy’s rifle pits, which were 
thoroughly manned. The 89th New York and 
the 8th New Hampshire made a spirited and suc- 
cessful charge upon the enemy’s works, carricd 
them, and after heavy resistance, the enemy re- 
treated, leaving their dead and wounded. Dur- 
ing this time the ganboats were playing on the 
enemy, doing good execution on the sbarpshvot- 
ers secreted in the woods, In the atternoon our 
troops came upon a masked battery, 214 miles 
above Suffolk, and at 4 o’clock Davis’ battery 
and gunboat Briggs commenced shelling it out. 
After 30 minutes the rebels returned the fire, 
which continued till sunset, when the enenty’s 
battery was silenced. Gen. Getty crossed the 
Nausamond 4 miles below Saffolk and encounter- 
ed the enemy, and it was rumored, and believed, 
that he had captured 8 guns and a large number 
of prisoners.

It is hoped the army 
will\reach this side before the enemy discovers 
our retreat ; but cannonading has commenced in 
front, and a desperate battle is not improbable. 
In any event, we can doubtless retire across the 
river without serious loss, but if discovered in 
our attempt the struggle will be fierce. If un- 
molested, the troops can get over by noon. The 
roads are in tertible condition, almost as bed as 
when Burnside foundered bere last winter, Our 
sick are lying in the toads, bot ambulances are 
coming up to remove‘them. Great numbers of 
our wounded have fallen into the hands of the 
enemy. Our dead ou the battle-field of Sunday 
are still unburied, and the wounded are undoubt- 
ecily dying in great unmbers for want of atten- 
tion.

+ SETTLEMENT OF INDIAN CLAIMS. 


~ While on all sides at present there prevails an 
earnest desire to sce the strong jarm of the law 
make iteelf to be felt upon thesavdge wretches who 
have given vent to their blood-thirsty instincts 
in the murder of so many of our white population 
along the coast north of this, very little stress 
ig placed upon the necessity of giving the Indians 
no cause for-entertaining ill feelings against the 
whites: While-we insist that they shall observe 
the obvions dictates of natural law, we should at 
the same time take care that nothing but the most 
equitable course of conduct shall characterize 
our dealings with them. When they do wrong 
let them be immediately sought ont and punishi- 
éd@ ; but let.as give them no excuse for trans- 
gressing. Now, while we are given to under- 
’ stand that some at least of the recent outrages 
have been committed by some very bad mem- 
’ bers of tribes generally conducting themselves 
peaceably towards the whites, yet we have heard 
upon very good authority that there prevails a- 
mong all the members of the tribes whose lands 
have been taken by the Government, a great 
amount of ill feeling, towards the dominant race. 
The cause of this animosity is simply the neglect 
of ‘the Executive to make the natives compensa- 
sation for the property we have appropriated be- 
longing to them: A similar line of conduct was, 
we believe, the cause of the massacres in Min- 
nesota last year, and has produced the same re- 
sults in aymultitude-of other instances. “In the 
’ preserit instanee there is no excuse. Govern- 
ment have been authorised to expend'some $9000 
in satisfaction of Indian claims at Cowichan— 
so that they only are to blame for avy trouble 
that, may arise out of the non-payment to the na- 
tives of what is fair and just under the circum- 
stances. It may now, however, be not advisable 
to take avy steps for settlement of the claims in 
question until, the perpetrators of the recent 
murders are brought to justice and have receiv- 
ed their deserts. But after that it 1s only right 
that no delay should take place in removing from 
the Indians any just grounds of complaint against 
their white rulers.— British Colonist.
